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7. Regarding the claim 1 . the prior art of the record does not teach a 
supporting method for damping a torsional oscillation in a rotating drive train 
having at least one electrical machine, comprising the step of applying a damping 
torque with the electrical machine including inter alias, a damping torque which is 
applied at a predetermined damping frequency and anti phase to an angular 
velocity of the torsional oscillation.
